Turn, make ring with 4 ds, 
picot, 4 ds. Close. Turn, make ring like Ist ring, 
catching Ist picot to final picot of Ist ring. Turn, 
make ring with 4 d s, catch to picot of 2nd ring, 
* 2 ds, picot, repeat 3 times from *, 4 d s, close. 
Turn and make ring like 1st ring, catching Ist picot 
to final picot of 3rd ring. Make ring like 2nd ring, 
catching picot to final picot of large ring. Repeat 
from beginning for length. 


Handkerchief Fringe: Make ch and sew to edge 
of handkerchief. 1st round—ch 7, skip 4 ch of edge, 
1 slip st in next. Repeat around. 2nd round— 
2s c over 7-ch, 3s c in 4th st of 7-ch loop, 2 sc 
over ch. Pick up loop over ch, pick up loop over 
next 7-ch, draw through 3 loops on needle. Repeat 
around, making corners as follows: After 2 s 
have been made in loop after corner, turn, ch re 
catch in s ec made after center 3 s c of preceding 
loop. Turn, work in 7-ch as usual, then continue 
round as before. Fasten off. Tie 3 threads in 
center s c in each loop, and trim to % inch in 
length. 


Tatted Clover Edge: Use Clark’s O. N. T. Mer- 
cerized Crochet, No. 80, and work as instructed for 
“The Red Clover Towel,” on page 16, omitting 
picots on bars and making each ring with 2 ds and 
picot alternately, until there are 16 d s. 


Tatted Scallop: Use Clark’s O. N. T. Mercerized 
Crochet, No. 70, and 2 shuttles. On thread between 
shuttles make ring with 7 ds, picot, 7 ds. Close. 
Next to this ring make another ring in same way. 
Over 2nd shuttle thread, with 1st shuttle make 4 ds, 
* picot, 2 ds, repeat 3 times from * with 4d s at 
end, With Ist shuttle make ring like Ist ring, 
catching picot to picot of preceding ring, and con- 
tinue for length needed. 


Irish Crochet Edge: Use Clark’s O. N. T. Mer- 
cerized Crochet, No. 100 and Clark’s O. N. T. 
Crochet Hook No. 14. Make ch length needed for 
the edge, and sew to edge. 1st round—1 tr in Ist ch, 
* ch 2, skip 2, 1 tr in next. Repeat from * to end. 
2nd round—3 sg ¢ each in Ist 6 sps, turn, ch 8, catch 
in 6th s c from needle, turn, 10 s c over 8-ch, 3s c 
in next sp, turn, make 1 tr in each s c of loop, always 
with 1 ch between and at end catch to 3rd s c from 
end of 8-ch loop. Turn, in each sp make 1 s c, and 
after each s c ch 5 and catch, for a picot. Repeat 
from beginning around. 


The Butterfly Edge: Use Clark’s O. N. T. Mer- 
cerized Crochet, No. 70, and a Clark’s O. N. T. 
Crochet Hook No. 14. Ch 13, 1s ¢ in 9th ch from 
hook, ch 2, * thread over and pick up in next ch, 
draw through 2, leaving 2 loops on needle. Repeat 
from * in each ch until there are 5 loops on needle. 
Draw through all, ch 5. 2nd row—Turn, in 5th ch 
from needle make 1 tr and 2 ch alternately, until 
5 tr have been made, 1 tr in 4th st of 8-ch loop. 3rd 
row—Turn, ch 8, 1 s c in Ist sp of shell of preceding 
row. Ch 2, work like Ist row, picking up 1 st in 


each tr and each sp of preceding row, until there are 
5 loops on needle. Draw through all, ch 5. Repeat 
2nd and 3rd rows throughout work. 


The Button Edge: Make ch length needed and 
sew to edge. 1st round—Ch 7, skip 2 sts of edge, 
1 slip st in next. Repeat from beginning around, 
making an extra loop in corner st. 2nd round—Slip 
st to center of Ist 7-ch. Make 7 s c in center st of 
each ch loop, and fasten off. 


Hit-and-Miss Tatted Edge: Use Clark’s ON. T. 
Mercerized Crochet, No. 70, and work as follows: 
Make ring with 4 d s, picot, 8 ds, picot, 4 ds. 
Close. One-quarter inch along thread repeat this 
ring, catching Ist picot to final picot of preceding 
ring. One-quarter inch along thread make ring 
with 3 ds, catch to picot of preceding ring, 5 d s, 
Eineh 3 ds,close. Repeat these 3 rings throughout 
work. 


Interlaced Edge: Clark’s O. N. T. Mercerized 
Crochet, Yellow 9 and Lavender 30, Size 70, are 
combined in this edge, worked with a Clark’s 
©. N. T. Crochet Hook No. 14. With either color 
make a long ch, about twice length required for 
edge, and along ch make 1 s c each in Ist 10 sts, 
3s cin next st, 1 s c each in next 10 sts, skip 3 sts 
and repeat from beginning. Make a 2nd strip in 
same way, using contrasting color, and interlace 
strips, as follows: Catch thread in center of 3 ch. 
Ch 10, catch in point of 2nd strip, ch 10, catch in 
point of Ist strip. Continue in this way, catching 
in each strip alternately, taking care to interlace 
strips properly throughout length.

The center is blue and white gingham, the 
edges of the darker stripes embroidered with ch st 
worked with the China Blue Crochet Cotton.

After 
daisy ch 3, skip enough sts of preceding round to 
keep work flat, 1 t tr in next st of preceding round, 
picking up on the back loop, and working off only 
3 loops of t tr, holding remainder back on needle.

Mosaic Centerpiece: Clark’s O. N. T. Mercer- 
ized Crochet, Ecru, No. 10, was used for the 
crochet, worked with a Clark’s O. N. T. Crochet 
Hook No. 8. The center is ecru linen, with patch- 
work triangles of reseda chambray, and the couched 
lines are done with Clark’s O. N. T. 6-Strand Cot- 
ton, Burnt Orange 75, with catching sts of the 
same cotton in Black, 

For crocheted lace work as follows: Ch 10, 
turn, tr in 4th ch from needle, ch 1, tr in next, ch 
1, skip 1, 1 tr each in next 3 ch. 2nd round—Turn, 
ch 3 (to count as Ist tr), skip Ist tr of preceding 
row, 1 tr each in next 2 sts, 1 tr in each tr to end, 
always with 1 ch between. At end increase 1 tr. 
3rd row—Ch 4, tr in 1st tr, 1 tr in each to Ch 
over each ch. Continue in this way, always in- 
creasing at end of one row and beginning of next, 
and always making 3 tr over 3 tr at straight edge, 
with sps along remainder of row, until there are 
5 rows in all. 6th row—Turn, ch 3, 1 tr in each 
ch and 1 tr in each tr to last st of preceding row. 
Ch 1, tr in end, ch 1, tr in-end. 7th row—Work 
like Ist row. Repeat last 6 rows fo ength needed. 
Edge Points—Begin by making 1 s ¢ in point.

(Jllustrated on opposite page) 


ET consists of centerpiece, 36 inches square, 
and 4 doilies, about 12 by 16 inches. The 
centers are blue mercerized poplin, the 
edges beyond insertion are pink poplin, 
Crochet is done with Clark’s O. N. T, Mer- 
cerized Crochet, Beauty Pink 65, Size 50, and a 
Clark’s O. N. T. Crochet Hook No. 12. Work as 
follows: Ch 7, join in a ring, 16 s c in ring. Join. 
2nd round—Ch 3 (to count as Ist tr) 1 tr in Ist 
s ¢, 2 tr in each s ¢ around, 32 tr in round. Join. 
3rd round—Ch 5, s ¢ in 5th ch from needle, * ch 4, 
scinsc last made, repeat 3 times from *, catch in 
Ist tr of preceding round, Make 1 § ¢ each in lst 
4 tr of preceding round. For next loop, ch 5, s c 
in 5th ch from needle, ch 4, s c in s c, ch 7, § c in 
3rd ch from needle, ch 4,s cin sc, ch4,scinse, 
3 sc on remaining sts of 7-ch, ch 5, s ¢ in 5th ch 
from needle, ch 4, s c in gs ¢, catch in last s ¢ made 
in preceding round. Work 1s c each in next 4 sts 
of preceding round, and repeat from beginning of 
round; making 4 long and 4 short picot loops. Join 
and fasten off. For doilies make a square insertion, 
1 motif wide, joining each motif to preceding motif 
at center of 1 short loop and the long loop at either 
side of it. For corners, motifs are joined on ad- 
jacent sides. Work along each edge of insertion, 
as follows: Begin in corner, making 1 s c in end 
picot of corner loop. * Ch 4, s c in next picot of 
same loop, ch 4, tr in next picot of same loop. 
Ch 4, s c in end picot of next loop, ch 4, tr in 2nd 
picot of next loop, ch 4, s c in next picot of same 
loop, ch 4, s c over joining of 2 loops. Repeat from 
* around, then work 1 tr in each st, increasing at 
corners. Inner edge is worked in same way, de- 
creasing at corners, 

Insertion for centerpiece is worked same as for 
doilies, but has 2 rows of motifs, Edges of poplin 
are finished with 44-inch hems, blanket-stitched 
with Clark’s O. N. T. 6-Strand Cotton, Black. 
Outer edge of both doilies and centerpiece are 
machine hemstitched, then finished with crochet as 
follows: Make 1 s c in each sp of stitching, and 
after every 5th s c ch 5 and catch for a picot. 
When crocheted edge is finished, run Black 
6-Strand Cotton through holes of stitching, 

The breakfast set would be equally lovely of white 
linen, the crochet made with Clark’s O. N. T. Mercer- 
ized Crochet, Delft Blue, size 50—just the thing for 
use with blue and white china. Or instead of white 
linen, use blue cross-barred glass toweling, choosing 
the kind with big checks,

Work tatted edge with Clark’s O. N. T. Mercer- 
ized Crochet, White, Size 20, using 2 shuttles, as 
follows: With Ist shuttle make ring with 2 d s, 
picot, 3 d s, picot, 1 ds, picot, 1 d s, picot, 3d s, 
picot, 2 d s, close.

With Ist shuttle make ring like Ist 
ring. Over 2nd shuttle thread, with Ist shuttle 
make 7 ds.
